Our  plants  are  raised  from  the  best  seed,  sown  thin  in  rows  and 
hoed  like  onions. 

They  are  given  an  average  of  more  than  4 square  inches  of  space 
each  over  the  whole  field.  Extra  stocky.  Dug  with  forks  (not  pulled), 
so  that  each  plant  has  a good  big  root  system.  Shipped  carefully  packed 
in  damp  moss. 

We  ship  to  all  states  East  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Will  sell  plants,  if  anyone  wants  to  buy  them  that  way.  by  the 
square  foot,  figuring  an  average  of  five  square  inches  for  each  plant.

DANISH  BALLHEAD 

We  tested  in  the  field  the  past  year,  side  by  side,  for  TONS  PER 
ACRE,  39  Strains  of  Danish  Ballhead.  16  Strains  of  Copenhagen  Market 
and  17  Strains  of  Enkhuizen  Glory  Cabbage  seed,  and  also  tested  16 
Strains  of  Snowball  Cauliflower  14  Strains  of  Erfurt  Cauliflower  seed.  All 
received  from  the  seed  Growers  of  Denmark. 

All  were  treated  exactly  alike. 

We  set  the  Danish  Ballhead  cabbage  plants  close  enough  together 
to  produce  about  5 or  6 pound  HEADS. 

One  strain  produced  HEADS  that  averaged  less  than  4 pounds  per 

head. 

Eleven  strains  produced  HEADS  that  averaged  between  4 and  5 
pounds  per  head. 

Nineteen  strains  produced  HEADS  that  averaged  between  5 and  6 
pounds  per  head,  and 

Eight  strains  produced  HEADS  that  averaged  between  6 and  7 pounds 
per  head. 

The  Rows  from  No.  24  seed  averaged  as  follows; 

1st.  Row— Average  weight  of  HEADS  5.37  lbs.  each. 

2nd.  Row— Average  weight  of  HEADS  5.22  lbs.  each 

3rd.  Row — Average  weight  of  HEADS  5.28  lbs.  each. 

The  3 Rotvs  of  the  strain  set  next  to  No  24  in  the  tests  averaged  as 

follows: 

1st.  Row — Average  weight  of  HEADS  4.22  lbs.  each. 

2nd.  Row — Average  weight  of  HEADS  4.05  lbs.  each. 

3rd.  Row — Average  weight  of  HEADS  4.79  lbs.  each. 

The  three  Rows  from  No.  26  seed  averaged  as  follows; 

1st.  Row— Average  weight  of  HEADS  5.35  lbs.  each. 

2nd.  Row— Average  weight  of  HEADS  5.74  lbs.  each. 

3rd.  Row— Average  weight  of  HEADS  5.34  lbs  each. 

The  3 Rows  of  strain  set  next  to  No.  26  in  the  tests  averaged  as 
follows: 

1st.  Row— Average  weight  of  HEADS  6.18  lbs.  each. 

2nd.  Row— Average  weight  of  HEADS  6.06  lbs  each. 

3rd.  Row— Average  weight  of  HEADS  6.64  lbs-,  each. 

The  last  strain  was  as  good  as  any  one  of  the  39  strains  so  we  bought 

that. 

All  of  our  Danish  Ballhead  plants  are  raised  from  this  strain  and 
we  believe  will  produce  as  BIG  HEADS  and  as  HEAVY  A TONNAGE  as 
any  strain  of  Danish  Ballhead  seed  raised,  and  BIGGER  HEADS  and 
a heavier  tonnage  than  almost  any  other  strain  of  Danish  Ballhead  seed 
raised. 

COPENHAGEN  MARKET  and  ENKHUIZEN  GLORY 

We  selected  the  strains  of  Copenhagen  Market  and  Enkhuizen 
Glory  with  the  same  care  as  the  strain  of  Danish  Ballhead. 

For  each  kind  we  have  the  strain  that  will  produce  the  HEAVIEST 
HEADS. 

SNOWBALL  CAULIFLOWER 

We  grew  the  30  strains  of  Snowball  and  Erfurt  cauliflower  side  by 

side. 

The  Snowball  produced  better  heads  than  the  Erfurt. 

We  selected  what  we  believe  to  be  the  best  strain  of  Snowball. 

It  IS  early,  dwarf  and  will  probably  produce  as  good  a crop  as 
can  be  grown. 

It  is  the  same  strain  as  is  used  by  the  growers  of  the  Long  Island 
Cauliflower  Association, 


The  Lopg  Island  Cauliflower  Association  is.  we  think,  the  largest 
Cauliflower  Association  in  the  world. 

They  have  been  growing  Snowball  Cauliflower  for  probably  20  or  25 
years,  largely  supplying  the  markets  of  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia. 
Baltimore  and  Washington,  shipping  nearly  a million  dollars  worth  of 
Cauliflower  each  year,  and  they  have  the  best  strain  of  seed  that  they 
can  buy. 

OTHER  VARIETIES  OF  CABBAGE 

The  Long  Island  grown  seed  of  the  Domestic  varieties,  is  as  far 
as  we  know,  the  best  seed  grown.  We  therefore,  use  that  for  our  plants. 

We  tried  the  Puget  Sound  seed,  but  it  was  so  mixed  we  would  not 
use  it  under  any  circumstances. 

We  also  tested  the  Holland  seed,  and  it  was  so  mixed  that  we 
tvould  not  buy  any  Holland  seed. 

We  expect  to  have  enough  plants  this  year  of  each  variety  to  fill 
every  order. 

CELERY  PLANTS 

For  our  Celery  plants,  like  our  Cabbage  and  Cauliflower  plants,  we 
buy  the  best  seed  we  know  of  regardless  of  price. 

FRENCH  GOLDEN  SELF-BLEACHING 

All  of  our  Golden  Self-Bleaching  Celery  plants  are  raised  from 
French  seed  imported  by  us  direct  from  the  originator  of  the  variety  in 
France. 

We  have  used  this  strain  of  seed  for  nearly  twenty  years. 

This  was  imported  by  us  from  the  originator  of  the  variety  in 
France. 

AH  of  our  big  crops  of  Golden  Self-Bloaching  Celery  were  raised 
from  this  strain  of  French  grown  seed  and  we  never  saw  a hollow  stalk. 

WHITE  PLUME 

This  strain  we  bought  of  French  seed,  importing  it  with  the  other 
strains. 

EASY  BLEACHING  OR  SANFORD  SUPERB 

We  raised  the  first  seed  offered  for  sale  of  this  variety  for  the 
Introducer — about  50  lbs.  We  buy  the  best  strain  there  is. 

WINTER  QUEEN.  DWARF  GOLDEN  HEART  AND  FORDHOOK 

These  three  strains  we  bought  from  Burpee.  They  are  as  good 
strains  as  we  know. 

WINTER  KING 

This  variety  we  bought  from  Dreer. 

They  make  a specialty  of  this  strain.  It  is  high  priced,  but  we 
bought  it. 

EMPEROR  AND  FRENCH’S  SUCCESS 

We  bought  the  best  strains  of  these  we  know. 

RE-ROOTED  PLANTS 

We  set  from  15,000  to  40.000  Danish  Cabbage  plants  per  season  for 
many  years  and  large  numbers  of  celery  plants. 

For  several  seasons  we  have  set  no  plants  but  re-rooted  ones,  and 
though  we  set  through  the  driest  weatherj,  we  seldom  l(bse  any  plants. 

After  we  plow  down  a good  clover  or  other  sod,  harrow  the  ground 
several  times  until  it  is  time  to  set  the  plants,  cross  plow,  drill  in  1,200 
or  1.400  lbs.  of  high  grade  fertilizer  per  acre,  and  harrow  4 or  5 times, 
until  the  entire  seed  bed  is  as  mellow  as  it  can  be  made),  we  cannot  afford 
to  set  any  but  the  best  plants  so  that  we  may  have  a full  stand. 

After  we  have  set  the  plants  we  expect  to  cultivate  6 or  8 times, 
hoe  2 or  3 times  and  spray  if  necessaryj.  and  the  expense  is  too  great 
to  use  any  but  the  best  plants. 

We  have  harvested  26  tons  of  cabbage  per  acre  and  sold  $562.89 
worth  of  tomatoes  from  876  plants,  and  140.42  worth  from  148  plants. 
We  have  sold  $645  worth  of  celery  from  three-fourths  of  an  acre. 

Below  are  the  conditions  necessary  to  get  the  largest  yield: 

1.  Use  a good  strong  soil. 

2.  Plow  down  a good  heavy  sod.  and  cross  plow,  or  use  plenty  of 
stable  manure,  or  both. 

3.  Use  plenty  of  high-grade  fertilizer  to  feed  the  crop. 

4.  Prepare  the  seed  bed  perfectly  by  plowing  well  and  harrowing 
very  fine. 

5.  Use  plants  from  the  best  strain  of  seed  that  can  be  had. 

6.  Use  re-rooted  plants  to  get  a perfect  stand  of  strong  plants. 

7.  Hoe  and  cultivate  to  keep  the  soil  in  fine  condition. 

8.  Spray  to  head  off  the  enemies  that  may  attack  the  crop. 

Use  all  of  these  means  and  success  is  certain. 

We  set  no  cabbage  or  celery  plants  but  re-rooted  ones  and  no 
tomato  plants  but  re-rooted  or  potted  ones. 

Use  the  best  plants  and  give  them  the  best  chance  in  order  to  make 
the  biggest  profit. 

We  originated  re-rooted  plants  and  our  trade  in  them  has  grown 
so  in  the  past  twelve  years  that  about  three-quarters  of  all  our  orders 
are  for  re-rooted  plants. 

PLANT  DISEASES 

In  sections  where  cabbage  and  cauliflower  are  raised  in  large  quan- 
tities year  after  year,  different  diseases  and  insects  appear. 

We  are  in  a grain  and  hay  farming  section. 

No  large  fields  of  truck  are  raised  in  this  section. 

But,  to  keep  our  plants  free  from  disease  of  any  kind,  we  have 
moved  our  plant  fields  to  new  farms  or  tracts  of  land  fourteen  times  in 
26  years. 

We  thus  keep  our  plants  free  from  disease. 

They  are  good  all  the  way  through. 

We  could  raise  cheaper  plants  by  buying  cheaper  seed,  raising  the 
plants  year  after  year  on  the  same  plant  farm,  and  doing  all  of  the  other 
things  that  make  plants  cheap.

We  use  for  shipping  our  plants  a stapled  16  quart  peach  basket, 
which  is  the  strongest  basket  of  its  kind  made. 

Ordinary  peach  baskets  are  made  with  one  single  clinched  nail  in 
each  stave  at  the  top  hoop,  one  % in.  single  pointed  nail  in  each  stave 
at  the  bottom,  and  one  single  pointed  nail  in  every  other  stave  at  the 
middle  hoop,  making  15  clinched  nails  to  hold  the  basket  together,  ana 
10  straight  points  to  hold  the  bottom  in. 

The  basket  we  use  and  which  we  have  made  at  the  factory  has  two 
double  pointed  clinched  staples  in  each  stave  at  the  top  hoop,  two  double 
pointed  clinched  staples  in  each  stave  at  the  middle  hoop,  and  two  double 
pointed  % in.  staples  in  each  stave  to  hold  the  bottom  in.  making  80 
clinched  points  to  hold  the  top  together  against  15  in  the  ordinary 
basket,  and  40  % in.  points  to  hold  the  bottom  in  against  10  in  the 
ordinary  basket. 

This  makes  a basket  that  cannot  easily  be  torn  apart. 

They  make  fine  truck  baskets  and  stand  a great  deal  of  hard  use 
of  any  kind. 

We  ship  them  to  our  customers  by  Parcels  Post.  Express  or  Freight 
it  the  following  prices.
